City Solicitor Bown Drops Bomb into Camp of Advocates of Proposed Hydro-Electric 
Agreement—City Empowered by Charter to “Manufacture and Supply,” Not Pur- 
chase and Supply—Amendment to Charter Must First Be Secured From Legislat- 
ure—Proposed Agreement Is Not Special Franchise and Does Not Need to Be 
Ratified by Ratepayers Is Another Opinion He Expresses

The above decision of Jolin C. F, Bown, K.C,, city so 


licitor, in regard to the proposal to hand 


over the ity 


power plant to a private company, and to purchase power 
from that company under a thirty-year franchise, the city 
in turn to distribute that power to tke citizens, has come 
like a bombshell into the camp of those advocating the pro- 


posed hydro-electric agreement. 


Power to ‘‘Manufacture and Supply.’’ 
Mr. Bown maintains in the first place that the churter 


provides that the city has power only to 


manufacture and 


supply,’’.the two operations being in his opinion insepar 
ably connected—in other words, it would have been a dif- 
ferent inatter if the charter had stated that the city had the 


right to 


manufacture and supply, or supply,’’ 


but very 


plainly the legislature intended the city to supply only the 
products of its own manufacture. 


But Mr. Bown goes further even than this. 


In regard 


to the right of the municipality to lease or sell any of its 
utilities, he holds that ‘‘the municipality in regard to any 
of its utilities is a trustee and holds the same for public use 
charged with a public trust, and that the duty of the mun 
icipality under it cannot be discharged and devolved upon 
another without legislative authority.’’ This public trust is 
defined by the charter in his opinion as ‘‘to manufacture 
and distribute,’’ there being to his mind no authority to 


buy and re-sell. 


Advises Applying to Legislature. 

Having regard to the above opinion, Mr. Bown sug 
gests that before any agreement is either drawn up or dis 
cussed with the solicitor for the Hydro-Electric company, 
that the company first apply to the legislature for the ne- 
cessary powers, thus avoiding costly injunction and other 


proceedings. 


Mr. Bown gives other opinions. He is rather of opin 
ion that the proposed agreement is not a special franchise, 
and for that reason would not require the ratification of a 


two-thirds vote, but only a bare 


majority. However, he 


does not give a definite opinion pending the completion 


of the agreement. 


He also inclines to the opinion that the 


council can enter into the agreement without reference to 
the burgesses at all, although he doubts whether a eompany 
would accept an agreement under these conditions, as there 
would be difficulty in floating securities in the money mar- 
kets. These, however, are minor questions compared with 
Mr. Bown’s opinion that the city has no right whatever 
to enter into the proposed agreement. 
The full text of Mr. Bown’s opinion is 2s follows :- 


llis Worship the Mayor, 
City of Edmonton, 
Re Hydro-Electric Agreement. 
Dear sir,—Following my conversa- 
tion with you and your request for my 
opinion in regard to the various ques- 


tions which may arise in regard to 
this matter, I (beg to report as fol- 
lows: 

It seems to me that the first ques 
tion is, ‘has the council under its 
charter any right to enter into the 
agreement at all’ Second: If the 
council has such right, is a two- 
thirds yote required Third: If it 
has such ht, can it enter into the 
agreement vithout submitting the 
qyuestion to the burgesses? In deal- 
ing with this it seems to me that the 
questions may be ‘better dealt with in 
an inverse order, 

is a two-thirds vote required? 
8 actions 3 and 4, of section 27 of 
the charter, require a two-thirds vote 
tor the granting of any special fran- 
chise “Special franchise’ is defined 
by sub-section 10, ot section of the 
charter, to mean “Every right, au- 
hority or permission, whether exclu 
sive or otherwise, to construct, main- 


tuin or qperate within the city, in, un- 


cer, above, on, or through any high- 
w road, street, lane, square, public 

ce or public water under the juris- 
diction of the city, any poles, wires, 
tails, tracks, pipes, conduits,  build- 
ings, erections, structures or other 
things for the purpose of bridges 
tallways, tramways or for the pur- 


pose of Conducting steam, heat, water, 
$48, nutural gas, oil, clectricity or 
any property, substance or product 
capable of being transported,  trans- 
mitted or conveyed for the supply of 


water, sheat, power, transportation, 
telegraphic, telephonic or other ser- 
vice.” 

Krom the discussion of this matter 


in the council and public ipress, 1 am 


of opinion that the contemplated 
agreement is not a special franchise, 
However, this matter inot be de- 


finitely decided until the agreement is 
completed, 
2. Can the council make the agree- 


ment without any vote at all? In 
my opinion, the agreement, as I un- 
derstand it, will not come under the 
provisions of sub-section 1, of see- 
Uon 227, and the only question aris- 
“ug is whether it comes under sub- 
section 4; that is, contracting a debt 
pot payable within the current year.

Tomight point out, however, that 
these cases were referred to when 


the |Livingstone case came before the 
court, ‘but the judement went against 
the city. That case, however, comes 
hefore the court of appeal within a 
couple of weeks, and the judgment In 
that case may have a bearing upon 
question, 

My own opinion is that if the city 
has power to enter into an agreement, 
the council can do so without refer- 
ence to tue burgesses at’all, 
however, if any company would ac- 
cept an agreement without reference 
to the burgesses, as, there being some 
aoubt, J imagine it would have great 
difficulty in floating any jbonds— or 
securities in the money markets. 

S. Can the city enter into this 
reement at all’? I can find no de- 
ions in regard to any cases exactly 
fimilar to this, but a number of deci- 
sions have been given in respect to the 
rights .of a municipality to lease or 
sell its utilities. A long line of deci- 
sions, both in ‘England and the States, 
hold that parks, wharves and = such 
other property when held by a muni- 
cipality are held in trust for such 
Punposes, (or instance, it has .been 
held that where a municipality has a 


pubile warden, it cannot erect a town 
building thereon, That where a 
munictpality held a pank it had no 


right to ereet a garbage destructor 
thereon. This doctrine has been ex- 
tended to the case of public utilities, 
such as waterworks, etc., the gist of 
the decisions being that when a 
municipality, in pursuance of its char- 
ter, undertakes such works, it becomes 
trustee .to the public for the same and 
cannot dispose of the same in viola- 
tion of the trust; that is, the terms of: 
the charter, and if there is any right 
to dispose of the same it must be done 
in pursuance with the terms ef the 
enarter, 

Tt seems to me it is unnecessary to 
quote from special authorities in re- 
gard to this, but for your information 
I enclose you some extracts from 4 
couple of cases in which the matter 
has been discussed. 

I think, therefore, it is perfectly 
clear that in regard to its waterworks, 
electric light, power plant, street rail- 
way, etc., the city cam, deal with the 
same only in accordance with the 
terms of the charter. 

Section 45i of the charter provides 
that the city has power to manufac- 
ture and supply electric, galvanic or 
any other artificial light or heat or 
power in conection with gas or other- 
wise, and for such purposes to buy 
land, etc., and power to acquire any 
patents, etc,, and also to supply, sell 
or lease all fittings, machines, ap- 
paratus, meters or other things for 
the purpose aforesaid. It appears, 
therefore, that at the time the city 
became a municipal ownership muni- 
cipality the legislature delegated to it, 
for the convenience and advantage of 
the public. the right to manufacture 
and supply power, ete. It did not 
Brant to it the power to manufacture 
and supply or supply, but earmarked 
it as both a manufacturer and a sup- 
plier; that is, the right to supply the 
Products of its own, factory. 

In regaed to the strect railway, see- 
tion 419, limits the right of disposing 
of the street. railway; that is, that it 
may convey or lease to any company 
having the right and authority to con- 
struct and operate street railways or 
tramways within 86 miles of the City 
of Edmonton,

when such property is in the opinion of 
the council no longer required or not 
required for the time being for the 
purpose for which it was originally 
acquired, etc. I do not think that this 
clause has any bearing whatever upon 
this matter, and even if it hed it 
would be overruled in regard to the

I am therefore of opinion that the 
question of the legality of entering 
into this agreement should be discus- 
sed with the solicitor of the hydro- 
electic before any agreement is drawu 
up and that if it is intended to carry 
out the proposition, application 
should be made to the legislature for 
the necessary powers. It appears to 
me that this course would be much
